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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 
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Only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified 
during  the  year,  namely,  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  and  no  deaths  due  to  this  disease  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Notwithstanding  this  most  satisfactory  state  of 
affairs,  it  is  desirable  to  keep  in  mind  that  it  is 
notoriously  difficult  to  estimate  the  amount  of  un¬ 
disclosed  infectious  disease  within  a  community.  This 
is  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  a  disease  such  as 
tuberculosis  where  in  many  cases  the  symptoms  of  the 
disease  may  not  be  severe  enough  to  induce  the  patient 
to  seek  medical  advice.  There  is  always  therefore 
likely  to  be  a  number  of  cases  which  are  not  disclosed 
at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  ,  or  are  never 
disclosed  at  all.  It  will  be  appreciated  therefore 
that  full  use  of  the  facilities  offered  free  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass  X-Ray  Services,  will  do 
much  to  reduce  the  unknown  infector  pool0  Local  District 
Councils  have  a  very  important  duty  to  perform  in  the 
eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  the  community  by  the 
provision  of  good  housing  accommodation  and  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  overcrowding. 

According  to  the  Register  of  Tuberculous  Persons, 
the  following  notified  and  confirmed  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  living  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1962.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 
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The  North  Wilts.  Water  Board  finally  took  over  the 
administration  of  the  Council1 s  Water  Undertakings  on 
the  1st.  October,  1962  and  decided  that  the  appointment 
of  a  Medical  Officer  to  the  Board  was  not.  required. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
stated  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1957  that  all  water  under¬ 
takings  should  ensure  that  they  have  access  to  competent 
medical  advice  at  all  times.  The  WTater  Board  also  requires 
advice  on  medical  fitness  of  new  employees  and  whether  those 
employed  in  intimate  contact  with  water  are  free  from 
intestinal  infection.  It  was  considered  advisable  therefore 
to  convene  a  meeting  between  the  Clerk  and  Engineer  of  the 
North  Wilts.  Water  Board,  the  Medica?  Officers  of  Health  of 
the  adjoining  districts  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Board,  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory , Bath 
to  arrange  a  sampling  procedure  for  the  future  and  to  define 
and  accept  individual  responsibilities. 

A  meeting  took  place  on  the  12th.  October,  1962  and  the 
following  agreement  was  reached. 

(a)  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken 
both  by  the  Board  and  the  Constituent  Councils  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  Salisbury  Laboratories  for  the  Devizes 
Distrcits  and  at  the  Bath  Laboratories  for  the  remaining 
districts.  Dr.  Mann  requested  that  samples  should  be 
delivered  to  the  laboratories  not  later  than  Thursday  in 
each  week  unless  special  arrangements  were  made. 

(b)  The  Constituent  Councils  Medical  Officers  to  continue  to 
have  samples  taken  from  consumers  taps  and  to  observe 
chlorine  residuals. 

(c)  The  Board’s  Officers  to  take  samples  at  the  source  and  als 
from  consumers’  taps. 

(d)  The  arrangements  for  chemical  and  physical  examination 

of  water  supplies  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Board’s  Officers 

(e)  Pull  interchange  of  laboratory  reports  on  all  samples 
whether  taken  by  the  Board  or  the  Constituent  Councils. 

If  possible,  the  laboratories  to  send  copies  of  reports 
direct  to  both  the  Board  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  district  concerned. 

(f)  The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the 
examination  of  new;  employees  both  for  superannuation 
purposes  and  for  fitness  to  be  employed  in  waterworks, 

(g)  The  position  of  employees  who  had  been  transferred  from 
the  Constituent  Councils  was  carefully  considered  and 

it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  Board  that  the  medical 
history  of  all  transferred  employees  be  reviewed. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  recommendations  relating  to  general  cleanliness  at  water¬ 
works  contained  in  Memorandum  ^2.1 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  (Continued) 
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Since  the  meeting  held  on  the  12th.  October,  the 
following  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Clerk  to  the  North 
Wilts.  Water  Board. 

"Dear  Mr,  Hargreaves, 


Health  of  Workmen  -  North  Wilts. 
Water  Board. 


We  have  given  much  consideration  to  paragraph 
5  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Memorandum 
on  the  Safeguards  to  be  adopted  in  day  to  day  administration 
of  Water  Undertakings,  1959. 

We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
paragraph  should  be  interpreted  strictly  and  that  all  new 
employees  should  be  examined  by  means  of  a  'Widal  Test. 

We  also  advise  you  that  all  present  employees 
who  have  not  previously  had  Widal  Tests  performed  should  now 
have  these  done.  We  realise  that  this  may  lead  to  difficulties 
with  employees  who  have  already  given  many  years  of  service, 
but  regretfully  decide  that  we  cannot  allow  this  to  alter  our 
opinion. 


Dr.  Kennard  of  the  Salisbury  Laboratory  and  Dr. 
Paul  Mann  of  the  Bath  Laboratory  agree  with  our  recommendations 
and  will  be  able  to  carry  out  the  necessary  blood  tests  by 
arrangement .

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


Meat 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  in  which 
killing  takes  place  on  six  days  weekly,  including  Sundays 
Approximately  ninety-five  per-cent  of  the  meat  killed  and 
dressed  is  sent  out  of  the  Borough.  There  is  also  one 
Bacon  Factory  in  the  Borough. 

One  hundred  per-cent  inspection  of  all  animals  killed 
including  pigs  at  the  Bacon  Factory,  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  During  my  absence  inspection  is 
carried  out  by  the  local  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

The  table  overleaf  gives  details  of  animals  killed 
and  inspected,  together  with  the  numbers  of  animals 
affected  by  disease,  and  includes  pigs  killed  at  the 
Bacon  Factory.

Food  Premises  (Cont'd) 
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All  food  premises  were  visited  during  the  year  and 
apart  from  minor  infringements,  no  breaches  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  came  to  light. 

The  five  butcher's  shops  are  all  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955?  for  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  sausages.  In  addition  there  is 
one  other  shop  registered  under  this  Section  for  the 
preparation  of  chitterlings. 

There  are  22  premises  from  which  ice  cream  is  sold, 
and  all  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  All  these  premises  sell  a  pre-wrapped  produce, 
stored  at  a  regular  temperature  by  refrigeration.  There 
are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  ice  cream  is  made. 


Milk 


There  is  one  milk  producer  and  two  milk  retailers  in 
the  Borough.  Both  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk,  and  one  dairy  is  also  registered  for  the  sale  of 
Pasteurised  Milk.  There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  in 
the  Borougho  During  the  year  19  samples  were  taken  for 
statutory  and  bacteriological  examinations,  and  all  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses . 

There  are  no  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  and  all  the 
bread  distributed  is  baked  elsewhere. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1959 . 

During  the  year  the  undermentioned  foodstuffs  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  surrender  notes 
Y/ere  issued  accordingly.  Diseased  meat  and  offal  from  the 
slaughterhouse  is  collected  and  taken  to  S wind on  for 
sterilisation  in  accordance  Y/ith  the  provisions  of  the  Meat 
(Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  I960;  diseased 
meat  and  offML  from  the  Bacon  Factory  is  burnt  in  the 
factory  boiler,  and  other  condemned  foodstuffs  are  collected 
and  buried  at  the  refuse  tip.

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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  35  applicants,  who 
were  either  living  or  working  in  the  Borough,  on  the  waiting 
list  for  houses.  These  included  four  who  had  applied 
for  old  persons*  “bungalows.  9  applications  were  received 
during  the  year.  There  were  no  cases  of  eviction  requiring 
rehousing  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  six  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise.  No  Council  houses  were  erected  and  no  houses 
were  dealt  with  under  the  Slum  Clearance  programme.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  and  tipped  at  a  new 
site  that  was  brought  into  use  during  the  previous  year. 
This  site  is  very  near  to  the  centre  of  the  town,  and 
strict  precautions  are  taken  to  keep  to  a  minimum  any 
nuisance  that  may  arise.  A  tracked  bulldozer  is  used  to 
spread  and  compact  the  refuse,  and  to  cover  it  with  earth. 
Regular  treatment  for  rats  and  other  pests  is  carried  out. 

Salvaged  paper  and  cardboard  are  collected  with  the 
refuse,  and  a  special  collection  is  made  twice  monthly  from 
business  premises. 

The  refuse  collectors  report  on  any  premises  that  are 
without  suitable  dustbins,  and  the  householders  are  then 
requested  to  provide  themc
